FUCHSIAS 


1957 INTRODUCTIONS 


Once again — ever since 1939— we are pleased to offer exclusively, or as co-intro- 
ducers, the finest of new fuchsia originations by well known hybridizers. 


The new introductions are listed alphabetically below. Price schedule is at the end of 
descriptions, page 4. 


BRIGADOON (Erickson) — Double corolla violet blue, overlaid and marbled near base and 
on outside petals with fuchsia pink. Tube and recurved long and broad sepals pink, inside 
sepals of crepe texture, light green tips. Tall, willowy grower, try also as a hanger. Large, 
long buds open into very large flowers, even in warm San Jose. 
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CARA MIA (Schnabel) — Originator’s description: A trailer of unmatched quality in its par- 
ticular class. Cara Mia has cascade growth and blooms with the abandon of Cavalier. 
The semi-double globular corolla is deepest crimson while the long graceful sepals are 
palest rose-pink, slim, pointed and reflexed. Blooms along entire length of branch. Garden 
tested — easy to grow. 


CONSTELLATION (Schnabel) —- Originator’s description: Medium large ivory white double 
flowers on a 2 to 3 foot easy to grow bush. The creamy full corolla is backed by clear 
white pointed sepals. Constellation is larger and more perfectly formed than Flying Cloud. 
Very small foliage on arching branches. Heat resistant — early blooming. 


DARK SECRET (Hodges) — Large roundish buds open to’a double corolla of deep violet, a 
few outer petals marked with phlox pink. Short greenish tube and heavy, broad upturned 
sepals waxy white outside, palest pink and of crepe texture inside. Medium high, bushy 
grower with fine dark green leaves and many large flowers of telling color contrasts. 
Another top Hodges introduction. 


GIANT FALLS (Erickson)-— Double globular corolla creamy white, slight pink veining at 
base of petals. Broad upcurved pink sepals are tipped palest green. Medium sized, deep 
green leaves, willowy grower good as espalier, but best as a trailer, making long hanging 
branches. Large buds, large flowers even in warm San Jose. Continuous and heavy 
bloomer — very fine. 


GRANADA (Schnabel) — Originator’s description: Large double flowers of rich purple with 
deep carmine sepals whose color runs down into the corolla. The flowers have an opu- 
lence unmatched by any cther purple excepting the old variety ‘Royal Purple’ which it 
resembles but Granada is twice as large. Bush is 2 to 3 feet high, has leathery dark leaves 
on sturdy, upright branches. Heat resistant, free-blooming — fool-proof. 


IMPUDENCE (Schnabel) — Originator’s description: Medium-sized flower of the popular 
wide-open form. The corolla is composed of four round white petals beautifully veined 
in rose which open perfectly flat. Sepals are long, slim and light red. The plant is bushy 
and upright to 3 feet. Heat resistant — free-blooming. 


MASTER STROKE (Hodges) — Illustrated on front cover. Double corolla white, composed of 
large pendant center petals and many shorter ones that are attached to the sepals, thereby 
forming a large corolla as the sepals spread out. All petals curl and twist, some of the 
center ones are in shape of large petaloids, with added interest in way of pink dots, repre- 
senting converted anthers. Pink flush on shorter petals and on outside of the very broad, 
horizontal white sepals. Big, round, ornamental white buds open to a large, full flower 
with a sepal spread to 442” in Pacific Grove. Large medium-green leaves, reddish stems, 
on a willowy grower best staked or espaliered, or as a hanger. This large near-white is 
a real novelty and bound to make a hit with fuchsia fans. 


ORANGE GLOW (Munkner) — Single flaring corolla brilliant deep orange; reddish tube and 
sepals, inside of upturned sepals same color as the corolla, giving the effect of an all- 
orange flower. Tall, upright grower with medium sized flowers in great profusion. Full 
sun in the fog belt, some sun in other areas. A showy garden fuchsia. 


SHOW-OFF (Hodges) — Single corolla of a more brilliant coloring and almost twice as large 
as the well-known fuchsia ‘Display.’ Upright grower with medium-large leaves and lots 
of flowers. Typical of the very flat singles introduced by the Hodges over the years, Show- 
Off features a bright color that is showy for quite a distance and should be a good garden 
fuchsia. 


SIDE SHOW (Erickson) — Double fluffy corolla white, palest pink undertone, prominently 
veined rosy pink. Tube and broad upturned sepals deepest red. A hanger with medium 
sized deep green leaves and an abundance of long lasting large flowers, big even in 
warm San Jose. 


SILVER BLUE (Hodges) -— Double corolla a lovely soft silvery blue, paler toward center and 
near-white at very base of petals. Outer petals are attached to the broad white horizontal 
sepals, forming a big, round corolla when fully open. Greenish flush on short waxy tube 
and sepal tips, rose pink at the base of sepals, which spread over 4” in Pacific Grove. 
Medium-large deep green foliage on well branched, upright bush of medium height. Most 
attractive coloring and altogether one of the finest big double fuchsias. 
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SILVER SLIPPER (Hodges) -— Illustrated on back cover. Double corolla white, slightly veined 
light pink near petal base. Medium tube and long, narrow upcurved sepals (spread up to 
9” in Pacific Grove) soft pink, deeper at base of sepals. Beautiful long buds add consider- 
ably to the display. Medium sized deep green leaves on well branched plant, very free 
blooming and best displayed as a hanger. It's a larger, more double ‘Miss California” 
and so should become very popular. 


SNOW BUNNY (Hodges) — Double corolla creamy white, shot with faintest pink flush, par- 
ticularly near the base of the shorter outer petals. Medium sized waxy tube and broad 
upturned sepals white, rose edging at base of sepals. Medium-small light green leaves 
on good grower, with fully double, globular medium-large flowers produced in profusion. 
Best displayed as a hanger. Our choice as one of the best proportioned double fuchsias— 
one that should be a big hit.
